A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


A 16.17 percent increase in general revenue receipts was recorded through 
April, reflecting the continued economic strength of commerce in Missouri. This 
growth rate has remained strong throughout the current fiscal year, which ends 
June 30, and may be compared to the 10.54 percent increase projected for the 
fiscal year by the Missouri Office of Administration. 

General revenue receipts of state government for the fiscal year through 
April totaled $1,110,509,222. This is an increase of $154,590,210 over the previous 
comparable fiscal period. 

The largest increase in state revenues continues to be in the category of in- 
dividual income tax receipts. Revenue from this source through April was up 
17.50 percent and totaled $404,529,443. 

Corporate income tax receipts were $71,220,682, representing a gain of 4.66 
percent. 

Sales tax receipts were $518,699,573 and up 13.20 percent. 


Liquor, beer and wine tax receipts were down 0.83 percent. Receipts in this 
category totaled $20,789,650.
